The city of Troy, id New York, was the 
UIJO of a" destructive conflagration ou Fri- 


day uf'teruooii week and nigbt, by which 
upwards of a hundred houses, besides otlior 
properly, cstiiuated ia all at a million oi 
dollars, WHS consumed. 


The lira broke out at about one o'clock in 


tbo afteruooQ, in tbe largo planing uiill oc- 
cupied by Goo. Quijrgnn, on tbe southwest 
corner of Front and Division streets. 
It 


spread with feiirful rapidity uutil soiuoeigbl 
or ten blocks, iueluding large manufactories, 
dwelling-houses and stores', betides six ex 
tensive lumber yards, were entirely des- 
troyed. 
Some of the houses burnt were 


among the finest in tbe city. 
Tbe course 


of tbo conflagration was from Itiver street, 
up Adams to Second street; from Liberty 
and First streets completely through to the 
dock; from Divibion street to Adums; ou 
First Btreet, from Liberty to Washington, 
&c. Fire companies were present from Al- 
bany, Lansicgburg, West Troy. Waterford 
and Cohoes, but water was scarce, and a 
northern breeze gave impetus to the flames.
